TULIPS 


Tulips  must  be  planted  in  the  fall  from  late  Septem- 
ber up  to  the  time  the  ground  freezes,  for  spring  flowers. 
We  import  our  bulbs  direct  from  growers  who  make,  a 
specialty  of  growing  them,  Ailing  our  orders  as  soon  as 
the  bulbs  arrive  from  Holland,  which  is  usually  the  latter 
part  of  September.  Our  tulips  of  last  year  proved  so  satis- 
factory and  we  received  so  many  favorable  comments  on 
them  from  our  customers  that  in  addition  to  those  varieties 
tested  out  and  found  satisfactory  we  have  added  a number

The  early  Single  and  Early  Double  Tulips  are  the 
first  to  bloom  in  the  spring,  followed  by  the  Breeder  and 
Darwin  Tulips.

Outdoor  Culture.  The  best  plan  is  to  remove  the  soil  entirely  from  the  bed  to  a depth  of 
six  inches,  then  spread  a half  inch  layer  of  sand  over  the  new  surface  and  set  the  bulbs  evenly 
spaced,  usually  about  four  inches  apart,  and  then  replace  the  top  soil,  using  care  not  to  disturb 
the  bulbs.  This  insures  even  flowering.  After  the  ground  freezes,  cover  the  bed  with  a few 
inches  of  straw  or  litter  and  remove  same  gradually  when  spring  comes.
